R PRISON IN COLD BATH FIELDS. 

The order of the day being read that the Houfe 
fhould take further into confideration the report of ‘the 
Committee appointed to examine the ftate of the above 
prifon, and the queftion being put * that it be now ta- 
ken into confideration,”’ 

Sir Francis Burperr faid, that judging of the ob- 
ftacles that were thrown in his way, and the impedi- 
ments applied to prevent his obtaining that neceflary 
information on the fubje& of this prifon, as well as en- 
tertaining a confcioufnefs of his own inadequacy to un- 
dertake the arduous tafk of: inveftigation ; he owned 
that'he fhould have been almoft fhaken from his pur- 
pofe, were it not that the magnitude of the matter it- 
felf fupported him in the reflection that the caufe and 


that inadequacy. 
The fhafts of power were principally levelled at him 


,| and throygh him the dearelt and proudeft privileges of 


Englifhmen were violated. The privileges of that Honfe 
were equally infulted through him,and nothing was left 
now but to complain. ‘There was a time when no Mi- 
nifter dared fach an open and violent attack upon a mem- 
ber of the legiflative body, but now, between thofe 
who were elevated to the Pecrage already, and the em- 
bryo Peers, who expected the elevation, the fpirit of 


‘| that’ Houfé feemed vanithed ; all was now fwallowed 


up in the favourite and. dafhing fyftem of a Secret Com- 
mittee. Tnveftigation of offences, that fhould be free 
and open as the air, was confined to thefe new fangled 
contrivances, and ‘the door of truth was clofed upon 
difcovery. ‘To remedy this misfortune he feared was 


| now too late, and all power was wrelted from the peo- 


ple, and vefted in the Crown. The term “ people” 
was become but another epithet for reproach. 

(Here Sir Francis recapitulated obfervations here- 
tofore ufed relative to the treatment.ef perfons confined 
in Cold Bath Fields. ] 

The Right Hoo. Gentleman oppofite to him, Mr 
Pitt, had ufed language on a former occafion relative to 
this fubjeA@, which conveyed a menace at him; and he 
hefitated not to fay, that he was of opinion, that it was 
intended to make him the next victim to Minifterial 
vengeance. In defiance of that, and equally. in defi- 
ance of his Secret: Committee, he fhould vindicate the 
wrongs of fuffering virtue, and {peak the words of 
truth. 

He then direéted his animadverfions principally a- 
ae the gaoler, who, by the aid of torture, as he af- 
erted, found means to extort from wretches within his 
gralp every fhilling they-poflefled, who borrowed their 
money, and who had raifed by contribution loans to 
the amount of more than 1cool. ; that not content with 
that, he made a traffic of their bodies, and fold them 
out like African flaves, for foldiers or failors, as. he 
could’ beft {trike his bargains :—he ufed perfonal vio- 
lence, he ufed his filts, his flicks, his irons, and’ his 
dungeons. Thefe are but the charges. ‘* Will you,” 
cried Sir Francis, ‘* afford me the opportunity of pro- 
ducing the proofs ?”” 

Sir Francis then moved, that inftead of the laf re- 
folation of the report, there be fubftituted the follow- 
Ig, Viz. 

** That a Committe be appointed to examire into 
* the prefent {tate of the faid prifon, into the condua& 
“* of the gaoler of the fame, particularly relative to his 
* borrowing from the prifoners, and other abufes of 
“* his power, and to report the fame to that Houfe.” 

i The Speaker fuggelted the propriety that it be an 
nftruction to the Committee to re-confider their Re- 
port, as the forms of the.Houfe would not allow the 
Hon. Baronet’s motion in its prefent fhape, till that be- 
fore the Houfe was firft difpofed of. ‘This was adopt- 
ed, and Sir Francis having moved accordingly, Mr 
Suerrwan feconded the motion. 

Mr Wma. Duwpas, in a very warm manner, yin- 
dicated the. conduét of the Committee ; he arraigned 
what he termed, thef ill-timed interference of the Hon. 


- Baronet, and his purpofe in vifiting the prifon, only to 


have converfe with the mutineers, and hinted in razher 
dire&t terms, that he had rafhly incurred:the vengeance 
of the ftate. He proceeded then to deny that Col. 
Defpard was ill-trated ; he glanced at Mr Sheridan co- 
ming down to the houfe for private party matter, when 
great public cafes never claimed: his confideration or re- 
gard. He then entered into a repular detail of defence 
of the goaler’s conduét, and’ concluded with remarking 
that there was nothing io it deferved reproach, that the 
goal was well calculated for the purpofes to which it 
was applied, and he would refift the motipn. 

Mr Wirserrorce Dirp entered into a fharp and 
minute difcuffion on the illegality of converting a houfe 
of correction into a prifon tor perfons charged, or even 
guilty of ftate crimes. 

Sir Wirttam Youna im reply defended the fyftem 
purfued in Cold Bath Fields. 

Mr Bextow followed nearly in the fame ftrain. He 
had never feen a prifon better regulated, and where the 
health and morals of the perfons under confinement were 
better attended to. 

Major Exrorp was of opinion, that it would have 
been more confiftent with the duty of a Member of Par- 
-liament, if the Hon. Baronet, who brought forward the 
profent motion, had. fubmitted the fa&s on which he 
‘profeffed to ground it to the Committee in the firft in- 
ftance, inftead of keéping them to himfelf, till the re- 
port had been madew ~ 

Mr Suertpan fupported the motion of Sir Francis 
Burdett. He entered into a fatyrical animadverfion on 
the fy{tem adopted in Cold Bath Fields Battile, (a cry 
of hear.) Yes, he obferved, popular indignation fo de- 
feribed it—the epithet would la(t as long as the edifice. 
When gentlemen fo accurately weighed its bread, ta(ted 
its broth, and admired its ftructure, he only wifhed, to 
complet theirfexperimental knowledge, they had youch- 
fafed to take a night’s lodging in it; that might bring 
more conviction totheir minds. Seeing the Attorney 
General in this. place, he withed to put one. gueftion 
roundly and fairly to him. In his opinion all and every 
one of thefe warrants of commitment were illegal, even 
under the fufjenfon of the Hebeas Corpus, and that 





its importance oppofed to thefe. obltacles furmounted:

Mr Matnwarinc defended the charafter and con 
du&@ of the Governor of the prifon.

It.was a place where men were fhut up, not from any 
accufation upon oath; but the bint of fome informer, 
atid where the finallnefs of the inclofure obliged a pri- 
foner to be his own warming-pan. It was a fyllem of 
tyranny to which he knew no parallel. 

the Arrorney Generar faid, it was afked whe- 
ther an action would lie again{t the Secretary of State 
for any commitments which he ordered under the fuf- 
penfion of the Habeas Corpus A&t? To this he fhould 
decline giving any anfwer. It was not his duty to do 
fo as a Member of Parliament,’ and he fhould betray his 
truft ifhe did fo in-his character of Attorney General. 
As to what had fallen in the way of ridicule from Mr 
Courtney, it was not worthy of an anfwer. As to what 
was alledged as a reproach to informers, he held it to 
be highly improper, in the prefent ftate of the country, 
to attempt to brand fuch men with infamy.

Accounts are faid to have been received, that the 
Bre(t fleet'was feen on the ad inftant off the Tagus,

in the harbour of Cadiz, matt be confidered as afcer- 
tained to be the firlt object of the expedition. That 
Earl St Vincent will fall in with the Breft fleet, we 
entertain the moft fanguine hopes; and, as the fame 
authority ftates, that his Lordthip was off Cadiz with a 
force of 21 fail of the line, feveral of them three-dec- 
kers, on the 28th ultimo, we cannot have a doubt as to 
the refult.
